A 
Post-DISPATCH reporter succeeded yester- 
day, by assiduous solicitation in various di- 
rections, in ascertaining the tigures at which 
a number of leading stores and business 
houses of the city are rented, as also 
some of the largest rentals of 
dwelling houses. As is well-known, 


rents of all kinds are very much lower now 
than several years ago. Thev seem, however, 
to have reached the bottom figure, and in fa- 
vored lovalities are already on the mend. 
Many a house-renter has received notice since 
the first of the vear that on and after such a 
date in the spring his rent would be raised to 
a certain figure. In the appended list no at- 
tempt has been made at exhaustiveness. To 
vive all of the big rentals of the central por- 
tion of the city would require the entire 
Post-DISPATCH. Only sufficient samples 
have been sought on Third street, Fourth 
street, Fifth street and Olive street to enable 
the reader to make a fair estimate of the rest. 
The precise location has everything to do 
with the rent. Theentire west side of fourth 
street rents for7o per cent more than the east 
side.

The Sword and Fist Still Governing 
the Old World.

That Teuton is derived from some form of 
Tiw, the ancient Saxon God of War, and thy 
the Teutons are thus named after their ances. 
tral, isa philological theory on which I ca, 
not pass an opinion. But if any supposes tha; 
the worship of Tiw or Mars has passed awa, 
from Germany leaving only a uname, he may 
learn thatitis the thing rather than the 
name that survives, by reading’ the brief ayg 
terse creed of Count von Moltke. Ina lette, 
to Prof. Bluntsehbi, on the Laws of War, jug 
printed, the Count says: “Perpetual peace 
is not only a dream, itis not only a beautify 
Waris an elementin the world or. 
dained by God. Init the noblest virtues o 
mankind are developed; courage and the ab. 
negation of self, faithfulness to duty, and the 
spirit Of sacrifice. The soldier offers his life 

‘ithout war the world would stagnate anq 
lose itself in materialism.” 

The Moltke reasoning proves a great deai. 
The late Princess Alice courageously kisse 
her dying child; so caught the diphtheri, 
and died also. Therefore diphtheria is ay 
element of the world ordained by god (albeit 
some .ascrible it to bad sewage); in it the 
nobiest virtues are developed, courage and 
abnegation of self, and so forth. <A world 
without diphtheria is not a beautiful dream. 
Nor a world without scarlatina, smal! pox, 
and other diseases which so many mothers, 
sisters of charity, and physicians are grap. 
pling with courageously and self-sacriticingly. 
‘*The soldier offers his life.’’ So does the 
00r black victim sacrificed on the altar of 
Mumbo-Jumbo. The Count’s creed is cither 
2 good one for Mumbo-Jumbo, or else it is « 
strong argument for that “materialism” 
which he associates with universal psace. 

There was a day when Germany was under 
a Prince friendly to that ‘‘materialization,’’ 
which the mailed hand of that country would 
now strike down. How Frederick the Great, 
the friend of Voltaire, was wont to distin- 
guish Christ from the church militant called 
Christian is shown by a letter of his to I- 
Alembert which happened to appear this 
week in Berlin at thesame time with Moltke’s 
creed. Vrederiek the Great wrote: “Jesus 
ersecute the Jews, 
Jesus Was tolerance’s self, and vet we are in- 
tolerant, Jesus taught a most perfect moral- 
ity, and vet we do uot think of practicing it. 
He produced no dogmas, but ecounciis have 
tuken pains to provide us with plenty. Christ 
was an Epene, andthe morality of the Epene 
was very like that of Zeno, (the great stoic.) 
When I defend the religion of Christ 1 defend 
that of all the philosophers, but Ll cast away 
all these doctrines which have not proceeded 
from him.’*’ 

Hlere are the two ereeds which have fought 
togctherin the modern history of Germany. 
The Moltke creed has steadily prevaiied «and 
its fruitis known to the world. German 
Christianity means worship ofthe great god 
Mars, Who names himself Christ and sees in 
Jehovah his rival. But Count von Moltke 
only expresses With soldierly simplicity what 
isthe real feetin some other nations also. 
Howeverit be overlaid by annual carols to 
the Prince of Peace, this homage to the vodof 
war detines the basis of old-world order. W hat 
our Saxon ancestorstermed Funsirecht, which 
mav be more plainly called Fist Law, ix still 
atthe bottom of the government of Europe. 
The Fist is normally gloved (with gloves made 
of the seamless coat of Christ) but whenever 
the soft integument tears the iron knuckles 
are revealed.

The Ghetto at Rome.

Another rehe of medieval narrow-minided- 
ness und bigotry is about to vanish from the 
face of the earth. It has at length been re- 
solved by the Municipality of Rome that the 
venerable Ghetto shall be leveled with the 
vround, inorder that «a number of stately 
houses may be erected upon its site. ‘The 
huge group of sordid buildings thus sentenced 
to destruction is the most ancient of its kind 
in Southera Europe. It existed long before 
the reign of Julius Cwsar, and curing that of 
the Emperor Aucustus Was oecupied by near- 
lv 8,000 inmates. The originator of the Ghetto 
is stated fo have been King Hered, who caus- 
ed a palace to be built near the Pons Janten- 
lensis, for the aceommoedation of his sous anc 
diplomatic envoys when visiting Rome. When 
the Apostles Peterand Paul came tothe Eter- 
nal €'itv, there to preach the Giospel, they 
abode in the Ghetto. Ten centuries later U 
was the residence of the celebrated Isrealiti«h 
jeweler Elkanan Diolato, W ho became 4 
Christian, and whose grandson, under the 
name of Anaclete. Ih.. ocenpied the Papal 
1138. The Ghette ha- 
long been « physical as well as historieal re- 
proach to the Italian capital, and its demoli- 
tion is one of the many modern reforms and 
improvements in that macniticent city upon 
Which its municipal rulers thay uureservedly 
be congratulated.

without money and without price. Asa 
watter of faetali the treasures of thi~ kind 
belonging to the city are to be found in. the 


parks and in the hall of the House of Dele- | 


yates, where half a dozen portraits in oil of 
defunct Mavors of the city frowr down upon 
the ussembled wisdom: of the wards. 

In this hallis the portrait ef Wm. Carr 
Lane, the first Mayor of St. Louis. 
He is , dignified but rather 
lum jooking old sentleman 
with not mucb back to hig head, but witha 
high and infelleectual front. The name of its 
painter is not siven, but the canvas is prob- 
ablv worth £500. Itis said to be an excellent 
likeness, and Mr. Conant bas recently made a 
copy of it for the family. 

A painting of Peter G. Camden, another 
early Mayor, hangs in the hall, done by Noble, 
and a good likeness as that gentleman was if 
bis prime. The canvass is worth about $500, 

James S. Thomas’ portrait is just opposite 
Camden’s; it Was painted by A.G.Powers and 
is worth P00, 

A full length portrait in oi! of Arthur B. 
Barrett completes the bede roll of paintings. 
But little ean be said of this canvas, but that 
tis a large one; it has no other special merit, 
witho there is nothing particularly bad 
about it.

What Judge Laughlin Says on the Sub- 
ject—-The Law. 


The discussion of the Sunday question does 
not end with the report of the last Grand 


Jury, and will be brought before the riext in-. 


quest bY a committee of the last. The 
morning papers afew days ago ineorrectly 
reported Dr. Tudor, who said he was author- 


ized by Audge haughlin to make certain 


statements on the subject to a meeting of the 
ladies. 

_ A reporter to-day ealled on Judge Laugh- 
lin at the Four Courts, who said: I met Dr. 
Tudor at the hotel.”? said the Judge, 
‘*and he asked me direetly if the Sunday Jaw 
would be executed, and I replied certainly. 
Every law on the statute book will be execut- 
ed. tor that is by far the best poliey. If it is 
a good law it is well to execute it and if it isa 
e law there is no better way of repealing 
it. 

“Will your next instructions to the Grand 
Jury contain anything on this subject???’ 

**Well, I have not thought of it yet. I will 
tell vou that 1 am just now going to investi- 
gate the subject. Though they worked verv 
aard, the (rand Juryldid not get atithe bottom 
of any of the questions they took up, and, as 
the foreman stated when reporting that a 
eommittee of that Grand Jury will wait on 
the next and to submit the untininished busi- 
ness, 1 suppose this will be a part of that.” 

“Canthe property of theaters be proceeded 
against:*? 

“That is 32 . question that Judge 
Cady will have to deeide, 
for if an indictment is found]! simply certify 
it over to the Court of Criminal Correction. 
The law does not bring it before me.’? 

‘Do vou suppose the next Grand Jury will 
find any indictments?” 

“Tm sure I don’t know. That depends 
how they interpret the law. Though it seems 
that it is plain when you read it, vetjyou saw 
the Jast (grand Jury made a distinction be- 
tween the legitimate aud the low theaters. 
By what process of reasoning they got at this 
] don't know. I did not ask anything about 
it. ? er" 
“Are not the levitimate and the low theaters 
equally amenable tothe law?” 

**Well, that is a question that I could not 
decide without argument. And let me say 
here that there is nota judge on the bench 
who can devide a question on the first pre- 
sentation of facts. Judge story once took 
three weeks to draw up a law for Congress 
when he was on the beneh in the Supreme 
(Court, and shortly afterwards a case came be- 
fore him underthat law. It took him six 
weeks to decide it. This question will bave to 
he decided on argument in court.’’ 

“What chances dio you think there are for 
the institution of prosecution.” 

“Well, | cannot say. It depends, as I said, 
upon how the (rrand Jury will 
construe the law. You know, of course, that 
the oftieers at the other end of the building 
ean institute proceedings at any time,and this 
was the subject ] have learned that was be- 
fore the ladies and to which Dr. Tudor spoke, 
viz.: Whether the officers of the law had 
courage to execute the law. lTanswered that 
it certainly would be executed when he asked 
me the direct question.’’ 


THE JAIL CUISINE. 


A Sixty-Day Inmate Relates His Ex- 


perience of the Fare. 

A POST-DISPATCH reporter, in a desultory 
round this morning, ran across a party who had 
something quite Interesting to say about the 
St. Louis Jail. Hesaid his name was J. Cc. 
Roberts, and that he had just been released 
from a sixty days contineiment in jail. He 
Was charged with assauit and battery, but the 
ease Was not proseented and he was released. 
The eonversation fell into this strain. 

Reporter: **Now, that you have had an in- 
terior view, What do you think of the manner 
in which the jail is kept?” 

‘“} think that the late Grand Jury was 
very deiicient in their investization 
of the jail. To them, or to any easual observ- 
er who may pass inand out againin half an 
hour the jail presents undoubtedly a clean 
appearance; in fact, cleanliness is its only re- 
deeming quality. ‘me evidence of the little 
thought habitually ziven to the comfort of the 
inmates is the manner in which they are fed, 
andthe quality of the food whichis issued 
only twice a day, and that very seantily. The 
meatis of the coarsest kind, and at times on 
account of its toughness is not only indiges- 
tible, but so unpalatable that it is thrown 
away by the prisoners. This makes no differ- 
ence, forthe seraps are picked up, treated to 
a bath, given another turn in the 
<tew-pot and served up again the next day. 
Now the eoffee, instead of being a stimulating 
heverayve, bears no: resemblance to that 
article save in the name, ** 

‘SHow about the other yviands?” 

“The bread is nade from the lowest crade 
of flour: ix sour and very weighty. The beans, 
which like everything else must he eaten 
with the tingers, are generally burned so as 
to render them untit to go into the stomach. 
That there ix not more sickness among those 
who unfortunately for 2 time must sojourn 
in duranee vile at the Hotel de Ryan, is 
owing by no means to the 
wholesome diet they receive, but to 
the naturally strong constitutions of the men, 
The only reason that seems to present itself 
for thus stinting the rations is that those who 
are fortunate enough to have a little money 
may be drivento leave it at the a stand, 
which occupies a prominent place in the jail, 
which is the property of the chief guard, John 
Hester, Esq., who takes in the dimes with as 
much dignity as a banking-house clerk. That 
this state of affairs will result disastrously to 
the city unlexs some change be made is only a 
matter of time. The public should interest 
themselves in seeing right done at the jail be- 
fore a calamity occurs there at the hands of 
desperate men driven to acts Of violence by 
continual mistreatment. ** 

Mr. Roberts also spoke of other minor evils 
whieh he deems to existin the jail manage- 
ment. 


The Old Gamble Spring Mill Bazed. 

The old Gamble Spring Mill,one of the land- 
marks of the city, bas been razed during the 
past week. Jt was antijuated-looking struc- 
ture, built something less than half a century 
avo, and stood nearthe head of what was 
once the Chouteau pond. The site on Twenty- 
tirst street halfa block north of the Mis- 
souri Pacitic Railroad, willbe oceupied by a 
new mii] half a dozen times as 
large as the old structure. The new 
buildings will cover all the space 
on the eust side of- Twenty-first street, be- 
tween Poplar and the tracks. One gang of 
workmen was engaged yesterday in clearing 
off the old mill foundations and another corps 
was busy excavating the adjacent portions of 
the site. 


Oddities of the French Marriage Laws. 
Paris Letter to the Pall Mall Gazette. 

Men of high rank and fortune do not partic- 
ularly wish for the laws regulating thelr ma- 
trimonial status to be altered. ‘These laws do 
not bear heavily on their shoulders, buf-they 
fall with fearful weight upon women’ who 
have drawn bad numbers in the marriage lot- 
tery. Maritial power does not cease even 
when a judicial separation has been decreed 
by a tribunal at the instance of an aggrieved 
wife. .A separated woman cannot buy or sell 
witbout the formal license of her husband. 
He is entirely the master of the children’s 
destinies when they grow up, inasmuch as his 
consent alone is valid to enable them to get 
married. The mother’s consent is asked pro 
rorima, but the father’s suffices. When the 
boys are at college the father elects the pro- 
fesxions for which they ure to be prepared. 

The social position 6f a woman, unless she 
is a star of the theater or the opera-house 
who has been separated by a decree obtained 
at her husband’s instance, is little better than 
that of a demt-mondaine, unless she leads the 
life of a nun and gets into_a eet new set of 
friends and acquaintances. If the judgment 
given in her favor, she is sti:!, very miser- 

situated, ard obliged to he extremely ott: 
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cumspect and austere in her manner of life. 
Mundane gayety is forbidden her by social 
usage. Ifshe gives a soiree she does not in- 
vite young girls lest their mothers should de- 
cline to bring themi.. A soir ce dansante would 
be thought too fast for a lady in her husband- 
less situation.

The Inyentor of the Blind Alphabet. 
From the New York Sub. 

Dr. John Denison Russ died yesterday 
morning of diabetes at his home in Pompton, 
N.3. He was born at Chebacco, now Essex, 
Mass., September 1, 1801, and was graduated 
from Yale College in 1823. He studied medi- 
cine in that city, and also at Edinburgh and 
Paris, and began the practice of medicine in 
this city in 1826. He was sent with the expe- 
dition that carried relief to Greece in 1827, and 
remained in Greece three years, chiefly. oceu- 

ied ina hospital which he established at 

Aros. 

Early in 1882, after his return to New York, 
he manifested great interest in the relief of the 
blind. Tle began, at his own expense, the in- 
struction of six blind boys, and was appointed 
in that vear superintendent of the New York 
Blind Institution. While serving in that ca- 
peceaysae invented a phonetic alphabet for the 
lind, consisting of forty-one characters; 
much resembling the Roman alphabet, to, 
which he added twenty-two pretixes, suffixes, 
etc. He also prepared numerals for the blind, 
and invented raised maps, with ingenious de- 
vices for noting the various divisions. His 
mapsare still in use. 

Dr. Russ also took part in founding the 
Prison Association, of Which he was sueces- 
Sively secretary und vice-president. He was 
engaged in other philanthropic enterprises. 
Que of these was a house of employment for 
women, especialiy for those desirous of re- 
forming from a vicious life. This was 
tablished in 1850, under the charge ef his wife 
and daughter. 

He was of robust health: to the last was 
always busy. He yave up the practice of 
medicine long ago, except for charitv. He 
will be buried from lis late residence at 
Pompton.

This Morning. 


An interesting Talk About Italy, the 


Pope, Rome and Kindred Topics. 


rey, Alessandro Gavazzi, better known as 
Padre Gavazzi, arrived if the city 
this morning acccompanied by Rev. 
John B. Thompson, pastor of the 
Reformed Church at Catskill, N. Y. Father 


Gavazzi is well knownin Europe and Amer- | 


ica; first, as a zealous, devoted and eloquent 
Catholic monk, and afterwards as the founder 
of the Church which, it will be seen by the 
statements published velow, has shaken 
Italy to its very foundation. This is Gavaz- 
zi’s third visit to America. ‘The first was in 
1853, while he was still wearing the monastic 
habit. He had then broken with the Pope, 


ana refused to recognize his authority as 
a temporal ruler, but had 
not ubused the faith of his 
youth. Ife soon returned to his own 
country and during the brief life of the Re- 
yublie of 48 he was Garibaldi’s right hand. 
le had at this time severed connection with 
the ‘hurch, and he was SO 
bitterly opposed in his designs that 
he found it prudent to leave Italy, escaping 
by the aid of the American consul. After his 
second visit to this country, he returned home 
and has since been open and outspoken 1m his 
denunciation of the ope and his arguments 
on the evangelization of Italy. His 
present visit to America is 
or the purpose of raising funds for the main- 
tenance of his church, and to enlist the sym- 
pathy of the people in the cause for which he 
is working. A representative of the 
PostT-DIsSPATCH called upon (iav- 
azzi this morning at the 
Lindell. As his room was approached, the 
door was found open, and the gentleman, 
after welcoming his visitor in that warm 
manner peculiar to Italians, explained that he 
never permitted afire in his room,]aad 
that by mistake a fire had been kindled 
which made the place more uncomfortable 
for him. “*L never have a fire,’ said he, ‘‘and 
when I shiver I put on my overcoat.” 

Gavazzi is catirely unlike what Americans 
regard as the typical Italian. He is over six 
feetin height, with broad shoulders and a 
large, well formed head. Though very ad- 
vanced in years he _ is still hale and 
hearty. Flis features, which are 
massive and clear eut, are not 
unsugvestive of Carlyle, and his whole ex- 
pression is such as to mark him as a man of 
ability and prominence. He wears long iron- 
gray hair which almost reaches his shoulders, 
and his face is almost covered with a short 
grizzled beard. He has discarded all monas- 
tic dress and appears ih the everyday costume 
of a gentleman. He is most courteous 
and leasing, and seems being proud of his 
s ontine English, remarking with evident 
pleasure his improvement in this accom- 
plisxhment = since [his last visit. After the 
reporter had stated the object of his visit he 
felt slightly embarrassed as tothe title with 
He is usually called 
Padre, or Father, but this did not 
seem proper since he had severed his connec- 
tion with Rome. When the. difficulty was 
stated to the old man he laughed softiv and 
anid: 

*Oh,it makes no difference,] am sometimes 
called Father in Italy to distinguish me from 
iny brothers. I tell people they ought to call 
me ex-Father, sO that I may 
no longer be a father without any 
children: anything will do, Signor, Mister, 
anything.” 

When he was asked about 
the chureh of which he is the founder, the 
oll man’s eves sparkled with the delight 
Which a mention of the subject alwavs gives 
him, and drawing his chair close to the 
speaker, he began: “Oh, We ure 
setting along gloriously, most gloriously. 
In ISTO, when the Free Christian Church of 
Italy was beginning, we had twenty-three 
places of meeting: now we have ninety-one. 
We have 2,000 recular communicants und 300 
eatechumens With all their families. In Rome, 
when I lecture, the church is always crowded, 
and most!y with Roman Catholies who are 
coming over to us by hundreds.”’ 

‘*What is the condition of the Roman Cath- 
oliec Church in Italy to-day?’ 

‘Oh,’ said Gavazzi, with an expressive 
shrug of his shoulders, ‘‘it is moldering away 
gradually. Kight out of ten of the Italians are 
out of sympathy with it. They were only 
kept within the fold so long by the oppression 
and grinding power which was exerted. Now 
that they are free they all speak out, and 
mostly against the Pepe. Why, many 
Americans tell we that they have visited the 
Roman churches witovin the last few 
vears, and that they find nobody there 
but women and a few old” men. 

**T will remember the manner is which Lent 
was ObservedLunder Leo XII. and Pius IX. 
The most strict rules were enforced in Rome, 
and even the butchers were not allowed to ex- 
pose meat for sale without explicit perimis- 
sion. Was enforced qulet and 
penitence. Now, allis changed. Lent is a 
season of carnival, and flesh is the leading ar- 
ticle of diet. ‘The Lenten services are still 
held, but little attention is paid to them. Oh, 
the chureh’s sun is setting fast, never to rise 
again.’ 

‘What is the nature of the creed vou advo- 
cate?’? was the next question. 

“Ah,” replied Gavazzi, “that requires ex- 
tended answer. Inthe tirst place we retain 
the essentials of the Roman Catholic Church, 
but we have discarded the Pope and all the 
additions that the papacy have made. 
There is no American Church which 
ours. We have a mix- 
ture of Methodism, Presbyterianism 
and Congregationalism. ‘The churches are 
free, and that feature is congregational. The 
veneral assembly meets yearly and guides 
und direets the chureh, which is a Presbvte- 
rian principle; and like the Methodists, we 
send out our own ministers and change and 
remove them.’’

“No, no: It is not so intended. It’s pur- 
pose is the evangelization of Italy. We have 
work enough at home with 27,000,000 of Cath-

_**Have all those Italians whom vou men- 
tioned as out of sympathy with Rome come 
over to vour Chureh?”?’ 

**Ah, no,” said Gavazzi with « melancholy 
Shake of his head. ‘*That is what crieves 
ine. Infidelity and rationalism are rampant. 
We have a much harder fight against intideli- 
ty than against the papacy. The 
explanation ix that they hate 
the papacy sO bitterly, and they 
tnink that the papacy and its religion 1s 
Christianity, and under this mistake thev 
take refuge from their old enemy in infidel- 
ity. Moleschoff, the ost learned professor 
in our college at Rome, teaches publicly 
that man is nothing but « compound of 
air, water and the like, and the 
students idolize him. This infidelity is the 
natural reaction after the oppression of the pa- 
pacy, but the people will soon see the error of 
their ways and join us.” 

“Has Leo adopted « more liberal peliey than 
Pius?’ : 

**Ah, care mio, no. Leo and Pius are just 
the same, but they use different means. 
Phe difference is that Pius wasa charlatan 
and a bigotin the enforcement of his views, 
While Leo is a diplomat. I think he would be 
more liberal if he could, but he dares not. The 
Cardinals have tied him up in the Vatican 
und forced him to become a prisoner to heep 
Up appearances, although he strongly objects, 
They are both the same in every Way, and 
they hate us as they do wolves or beasts of 
prey. Itis a mistake to suppose there is any 
difference in the poliey ofthe new Pope.”

Dr. Scholer alleged that the profits of 
the company have aggregated $1,512,181:

account of which he has only = drawn 
$18, 000.1 

Judge John M. Krum _ “*read as 
exhaustive reply, covering several folios, in 
behalf of the American Wine Company and 
Ike Cook. It avers that Scholer’s account is 
overdrawn to the extent of $5,474 61; that he 
has drawn his full share of the profits due 
him in respect of his stock in the company, 
$52,022 96, and than on account of salary 
his drawings have reached $53,249 4s, 
For superintending the works he was allowed 
a Salary of $2,400 per annum up to the year 
IS72, and from that date to his discharge in 
January last his salary was $000 per annim. 
The answer avers that it became necesssary to 
discherge the doctor because he neglected the 
business and entailed losses to the com- 
pany thereby «amounting to $25,000, 

The American Wine Company was organ- 
ized in 1867, with [ke Cook as president, own- 
ing 1,6€6 shares; D. G. Cook as secretary, one 
sbare, and Dr. Scholer, a director, 335 shares. 
In 1872 an increase of capital stock was had 
from 200,000 to $850,000, and [ke Cook figured 
as owner of 3,166 shares, Scholer, 333 shares 
and I. G. Cook one share. On the part 
of Ike Cook a denial is ‘made in the 
answer tothe charge of Dr. Scholer that the 
money ofthe corporation was used for the 
erection of improvements to the works and 
property. [ke Cook avers that his own money 
was expended and that the company stood in 
the relation of tenant. 

Mr. Finkelnburg, addressing the court in 
support of Scholer’s petition, said that at this 
stuge he would merely ask for an order ap- 
pointing a referee to hear and report upon 
the wide differences which exist between the 
parties as to theif respective rights and the 
amounts due in respect of the business done.

Our 
Board of ‘Trade _ acts to-day, we 
will telegraph our Congressional representa- 
tives to have ofticial notice taken of this false 
information taken by the Government. If 
possible cet sour board to act at once.

When the telegram was received the subject 
ofexlling the board together was discus<ed 
and it was deemed best to let the matter lie 
overfiiil Monday, when, at I§o’clock, the 
subject will be discussed. 

The feeling in the corner is one of surprise 
that such a telegram could have been sent by 
any one With such easy access to the facts in 
the cuse as the consul must have had. In the 
lirst place the report is entirely false. No such 
quantity of hogs have died of the cholera in 
the whole country in the last five years, let 
alone inthe State of Ohio in one year. As 
Mr. Scudder phrased it, **They would move 
closely to the truth if they would take off the 
laxt four nGuchts of that 700,000.” 

The report is so ridiculous that it would be 
-uffered to pass unnnoticed were it not that 
the present relations of the provision 
trade With France and Germany make every 
factor of this kind an important one.

standing contracts of March and April, main- 
ly the latter month. Some of the stockis in 
the hands of city millers, who are holding it 
against their forward sales of flour, and one 
milier is known to have 50,000 bushels in his 
possession. There are some parties who 
place the amount of wheat held here for ship- 
ment as high as 1,000,000 bushels. 
THE LARGEST TOW OF GRAIN. 

Up to to-day the largesttow of grain ever 
taken from this market by river was 300,000 
bushels by the steamer ‘‘lron Mountain’’ and 
barges last year. This very heavy single ship- 
ment has been laid completely in the shade 
by the St. Louis and New Orleans Transporta- 
tion Co.’s line, which to-day sent out the 
steamer “Oakland’’ with the largest tow of 
grain that ever floated upon the Mississippi, 
the gross quantity comprising 253,469 bushels 
corn and 00,000 bushels wheat, or a total 
of 353,465 bushels of grain, equal to 10,065 
tons, or 20,150,520 pounds. This 
enormous quantity of grain is 
loaden in eight barges, six of which 
left this port at 10 o’elock this morning, the 
remainder to be added at Belmont. Besides 
these barges the Oakland will tow a capacious 
fuel barge; but all these barges the Oakland 
can bandle with ease. This single shipment 
of grain is equal to 707 cars, or twenty-eight 
trains of twenty-five cars each. President 
Lowrey is to be congratulated upon the’ suc- 
cessful enterprise shown by his company in 
this unparalleled feat of river navigation. 
Capt. Lightner commands the Oakland and 
will manage the tow.

The ablest seholars on both 
sides of the water were deeply tnterested in 
the matter. Among the Americans who have 
eiven their services to the work may 
he mentioned President Woolsey and Profes- 
sors Dav and Dwight, ail of Yale; Prof. 
Muves, president of Andover Theological 
seminary: Chancellor Crosby, of New York;

“Will any of the dogmas previously held be 
Altered by the revision?’ 

“Nota single one, While many of the 
proof texts which have been relied upon to 
‘upport evangelical doctrines will be 
Missing, it’ will he found that 
Ihe version has not unsettled a 
sing evanvelicaldoctrine.

DR. GOODELL 
suid that the changes would consist of 
certain emendations and of corrections of ob- 
vious mistakes. The King James Bible was 
translated two centnries and 4 half ago, since 
which time the language has greatly altered. 
It will be a book brought.down to the level of 
modern culture. 

**Are there many verbal inaccuracies in the 
present text?’ 

“Yes,indeed. It has longbheen known that 
the proper names Noe, Jeremias, and Isaias 
ought to be written Noah, Jeremiah and 
Isvinh, as they are in the Douay Bible. Then 
inthe King James version in two places, in 
the Acts and in Hebrews, the name Joshua is 
used for Jesys. 

‘*Kine James’ version isa monument of 
the scholarship of the seventeenth century, 
und the present work will be a corresponding 
monument of ourtimes. Itis high time that 
the old phraseology be removed. The pass- 
see, *Take no thought for the morrow,’ from 
Christ’s sermon on the* mount” has always 
read curiously, and it hus always been neces- 
sary to explain it to children and 
to people who . were _ not audepts 
in Bible interpretation: but the difficulty dis- 
appears When it is remembered that 
‘thought’ in Shakspeare’s time was syvnony- 
mous with ‘anxiety,’ and it is thus used in 
the passage quoted. In Acts we read, 
‘Take up your carriages,” ete. Now ‘ear- 
rizuges’ in Shakspeure meant bundles, some- 
times accoutrements, so that the passage which 
now seems so strange Was perfectly intelligi- 
ble wbhen it was written.’’Dr. Goodell thought 
that the new version might not be used by 
older persons during the present generation, 
but it would be much sought after by teach- 
ers and biblical students, as it would take the 
place of commenturies, putting everything in 
piain English. 

REV. Dh. FULTON, 
of St. George’s Episcopal Church, said that 
he was in favor of the proposed revision. 
There would be no barm done by the changes. 
All the harm that woukhi arise would be the 
result of past errors, not of the present rec- 
tification. “‘Protestantisin has run erazy over 
the exact Words of the texts,’’ said Dr. Ful- 
ton, *“‘and even if it continues io do so, is it 
not betterto have the exact words? Take 
this passage, Which has been preached to 
death, What doth it availa manif he xuin 
the whole world and lose his own soul? 
Scholars have tong known that ‘soul? was 
not the proper word there, and that ‘life’ 
should be substittited. This text has been 
made the subject of countless sermons on 
eternal damnation, when all is meant by it is 
that it is foolish for man to 
Hse such exertions uS will kill 
him in amassing the goods of this world. lu 
this sense the test becomes practical. There 
are thousands of men who slave for wealth or 
fume, putting aside all the pleasures and en- 
jovments of life,and when they are success- 
ful they have superinduced paralysis or in- 
sanity, vnd are unable to enjoy the prize for 
which thev have striven. Wickleff’s Bible, as 
wellas that of King James, were translated 
from the vulgate, and were necessarily crude 
studied in the light of late manuscripts 
which have been discovered. The 
scholarship of the age demands the change 
whichis being made. Inthe ease of the Lord’s 
Praver, the words ‘For thine is the kingdom, 
and the power, and the glory, forever and 
ever, amen,’ have not been recognized as an 
integral part. Some copvist had added this 
part of the liturgy, and the error thus crept 
mm.” 
REV. DR. BETTS 

had not paid much attention to the work as 
yet. He said that he understood that neither 
Testament would be authorized to be used in 
churches for the next few years. Itmay hap- 
pen that it will never be authorized to be 
used, but will remain “as a 
literary curiosity. There have been 
manv versi@ns since King James’ time, but the 
latter has held its place and may do so still, 
sithough the present work isin the hands of 
the ablest biblical scholars of the age.

A NEW GAME 


called “Red, White and Blue’’ has been intro- 
duced at Mr. Mussey’s parlor by Superintend- 
ent Baldwm. The game consists of three pin- 
pool pins painted red, white and blue, two 
of which are placed on the spots on the bill- 
iard table aud the third one directly inthe 
center of the table. Three billiara balls are 
used in the game, which are also red, white 
and blue. The red and blue balls are placed 
against the lower end cushion, directly at the 
point where the “nails”? nearest the corners 
are, and the player shoots’ with 
the white ball from inside the 
String.

of horses for race courses would be deemed 
reckless and ignorant who would expect a 
horse that had been stuffed like a stall-fed 
beef, and had done no track work, to win, or 
to lasttothe end of the race. Endurance 


comes not from diet alone. 

The farmer who stables his horse all winter 
feeds abundantly of grain and hay, and sel- 
dom exercises or works his teams until time 
to begin spring plowing, must not expect to 
have his teams endure hard work. Endur- 
ance, after sucha winter’s keep, will not 
come from a mere change of feed. The chanze 
however, is healhful and necessary, but that is 
only a part of what gives ability to endure. 
The surplus fat must be sweated off,-and {sur- 

ius juices of the over-stuffed system must 

ve sweated out or consumed by continued ex- 
ertion before there will be power of endur- 
ance. The soft horse can be hardened, but it 
must be done with care. The farmer and the 
hoys, too, have had a long winter of idleness. 
Many have kept near the fire and the table, 
and have grown fat, and their muscles flabby 
and soft. and they are easily tired out with 
work. They will be pitifully weak when the 
soft sprihg time comes. Fathers are supposed 
to have moderation enough to harden up by 
degrees, but the boys are like the young 
horses. They will over dojand over eat at the 
start of spring work unlessthe good mother 
watches the food. andthe thoughtful father 
restrains and guides the lad. The amount of 
work the father and son may accomplish in 
the course of the summer will be largely af- 
fected by the mannerin which they get sea- 
soned to the work inthe spring. The same 
may be said of ourteams. Spring work has 
not begun yet, but now is the time to prepare 
ourselves and our teams for it. 

We notice inanumber of the American 
Agriculturist a recommendation that, as 
spring work would soon be here, the horses 
should be fed more generously that they 
might have strength to endure the hard work. 
The !mpression givenis wreng. We would 
say, instead of increasing feed, see that there 
is such a course of feed as will secure «a regu- 
lar, healthful action of the bowels. Constipa- 
tion, too, often comes with winter feed and 
confinement. The skillful feeder will correct 
this tendency by his courses of feed. He 
knows the value of chop feed and oil cake at 
such atime. Wherethe variety of feed is 
wisely adjusted, the teams will need no “phv- 
sicking out” inthe spring. Their coats will 
be soft and thick, and when the spring comes 
the clossy coats follow naturally as the buds 
on the forest trees. Changes of food must be 
made gradually, todothe most good. The 
amount of work, too, must be graduated, and 
repeated so that the horses are not put out of 
condition by one foolish day’s or hour’s work. 
Endurance with man or beast does not come 
from diet alone; it must be accompanied with 
exercise and fresh air. The latter two are es- 
sential, and cost nothing. The Roman sol- 
diers who built such wonderful roads and 
varricd a Weight of armor and luggage that 
wguld crush the average farm hand, lived on 
coarse brown bread and sour wine. They 
were temperate in diet, regular and constant 
in exercise. The Spanish peasant works every 
day and dances half the night, yet eats only 
his black bread, onion and watermelon. The 
Smyrnia porter eats onlyalittle fruit and 
some olives. He eats no beef, pork or mut- 
ton, yet he walks off with his load of 800 
pouncs. The Coolie, fed on rice, is more ac- 
tive and can endure more than the negro fed 
on fat meat. 

The heavy work of the world is not done by 
men who eat the greatest quantity. The 
fastest or longest winded horse is not the 
biggest eater. Moderation in diet seems to 
be the prerequisite for endurance.

BOUILLION.—Twenty pounds of beef for 
sixty persons; have the meut cut into pieces 
about un inch square; saltand pepperit; to 
each pound of beef allow one pint of cold 
water: set on back of range and let it boil 
very slowly: when done the meat looks white 
andis very hard. Take off and strain, and 
when ready to use, warm it up, it must never 
come toa boil. 

PuRE BEEF-TEA WITHOUT WATER.—Fill a 
quart self-sealing glass can with beef cut into 
very small pieces, close it, and place the jar 
in a kettle of warm water. Let the wa- 
ter eome toa boil gradually sothat the jar 
muy not break, and let it remain on the range 
about three hours; then strain it off and you 
will havea large ~ of the pure juice of the 
beef; then put in alittle salt and cayenne pep- 
per. 


POTTED HALiBUuT.—Take two pounds of 
halibut; cut into small pieces, salt with a tea- 
spoonful of salt, sprinkle over the pieces a 
teaspoonful of pepper, and put in adozen 
whole cloves, one whole Jamaica pepper, and 
a few shreds of mace; pour over it one-half 
teacupful of vinegar, a teacupful of ale or la- 
ger beer, ateaspoonful of tarragon vinegar, 
and lastly add an ounce of butter; putitina 
baking dish, have a plate on top of the fish, 
and bake slowly for 40 minutes. 

Fic PuppinG.—Half- pint of chopped dried 
figs: fill half-pint measure three-fourths full 
of suet chopped fine, one scant pint bread 
crumbs, mix all together, fine; two table- 
spoonfuls of brown or coffee sugar, yolks of 
three egos well beaten, half-teaspoonful of 
cinnamon, half-teaspoonful of nutmeg, a 
small wineglass of. sherry, one teacupful of 
milk; boil three hours. Sauce—Take the 
whites of the eggs beaten toa froth, with 
some powdered sugar, and plenty of sherry 
wine. Suflticient for eight orten persons.

FARMING ON A SMALL SCALE, 


The smallest farms in the world are found 
in Switzerland. In the canton of Geneva the 
average size of farms, ifsuch they may be 
called, is only five andahalf acres.
